when each of the items in a set of itemsjs dependent upon each other item with a prescribed 

significant level.

In addition, for at least the reasons given in Applicants' previous responses dated June 8, 
2004 and April 25, 2005, it is respectfully asserted that Wong is not substantially similar to the 
claimed invention. 
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
